DeVos proposes change to 


sexual misconduct rule

More evidence may be required to punish accused

Education Secretary Betsy DeVos 
is preparing to implement new policies 
that may change the way college cam- 
puses deal with sexual misconduct. 

DeVos rules would undo poli- 
cies set by the Obama administration 
and, in turn, create a more specific 
definition for what constitutes sexual 
misconduct. 

The policies would also create a 
tighter set of standards in regard to 
the types of allegations that colleges 
and universities would investigate. 

This may make it more difficult 
for campuses to prove a sexual assault 
since the policy requires a university 
to collect a higher volume of evidence. 

Kyle Shallcross, the president of 
the Hornet Republicans, said that he 
thinks law enforcement and university 
administrators must be forceful with 
their intolerance to issues of sexual 
misconduct while still protecting their 
students. 

“It is counterintuitive to continue 
using a subjective and partial legal 
conduit for addressing an issue that 
demands the (utmost) diligence and 
compassion on a case-by-case basis,” 
Shallcross said. 

The proposal of the new policies 
will also relieve the campuses of some 
of their liability if the assault occurs off 
campus. 


According to the Rape, Abuse & 


Incest National Network, among un- 
dergraduate students, 23.1 percent of 
females and 5.4 percent of males expe- 
rience sexual assault through physical 
force, violence or incapacitation. 


Floyd Johnson II, president of the 
Sacramento State College Republicans, 
said that he thinks the new policies 
will give universities more freedom to 
decide how they want to handle cases. 

“I do agree there should be sanc- 
tions levied against the accused,’ John- 
son said. “I do think there should be 
a level of due process for the accused.” 

Sac State Chief of Police, Mark 
Iwasa, said that he thinks these poli- 
cies will have little effect on campus 
policies.

According to the National Sexual 
Violence Resource Center, more than 
90 percent of victims on college cam- 
puses do not report their assaults. 

Kevin Corona, president of the 
Sacramento State College Democrats, 
said he thinks the protections of stu- 
dents should be clearly defined.

“As a sorority, we have events off 
campus, Mejia said. “Let's say some- 
thing happens that’s out of our reach 
and it's off campus and it’s involving 
two Sac State students; I believe a vic- 


versity-related events and help victims 
have easy access to channels here and 
across the country to report sexual 
misconduct that takes place in a col- 
lege setting,’ Corona said. . 

Sac State Title IX Coordinator Wil- 
liam Bishop said that CSU policies fol- 
low the Department of Education and 
California Law. 

“If and when that guidance chang- 
es, we will work with CSU leadership 
from the Chancellor’s Office and our 
sister campuses to update those poli- 
cies, if necessary, Bishop said. “In the 
meantime, Sac State remains commit- 
ted to eliminating sexual misconduct 
and will continue its efforts to do so.’

A fight erupted at Hornet Stadium 
during Sacramento State's first football 
game of the semester Saturday night. 

The scuffle started at 7:35 p.m. next 
to the home side bleachers and lasted 
for a couple minutes before a police 
car and security arrived to break up 
the fight. 

It is unknown if the people in- 
volved in the fight are students. 

Sac State student Jannice Castro 
was at the game and witnessed the 


fight. 


“They started throwing food at 
each other, and then they just like, 
started swinging,’ Castro said. “Some- 
one came out of nowhere.’ 

Anastasia Serratos, a Sac State 
freshman, also witnessed the fight. 

“Someone threw a pizza at some- 
one, and then I think it started because 
someone had ranch on their shirt 
somehow.” Serratos said. “It started 
with food, I believe.’ 

A Sacramento State Police Depart- 
ment officer in the area would not an- 
swer questions about the incident.

Students assaulted at residence halls, suspects still wanted 


Police say one resident student had minor face injuries, one had property stolen

A group of students living in the 
residence halls were physically assault- 
ed on campus by two individuals that 
were part of a larger group of people 
late Wednesday night, according to 
a news release from the Sacramento 
State Police Department. 

The incident happened as the stu- 
dents returned to the residence halls 
from atop the American River levee at 
approximately 11:05 p.m., the release 
said. 

One of the students sustained mi- 
nor facial injuries due to the attack, 
while another had property taken 
from them by the attackers. 

According to Sac State Police Chief 
Mark Iwasa, the assault of “four or 


five” students took place just north of 
Riverview Hall. Iwasa said that, while 
the suspects were accompanied by a 
larger group of unidentified people 
that came onto campus, the depart- 
ment is currently only looking for two 
specific people involved in the assault. 

“My initial assumption is that they 
don't really present a general risk to 
other students,” Iwasa said. 

“Like a bike thief or an armed rob- 
bery. spree where they are trying to 
pick indiscriminate people out, I dont 
see that risk being there with these in- 
dividuals” he said. “It was kind of an 
incident specific to these groups that 
were on campus.’ 

Iwasa said that it was difficult to 
say which group instigated the inci- 
dent, but that “the assault should not 
have taken place.”

Brown signs bill allowing undocumented students to serve on college boards

Here's a rundown of-some of what's 
happened in politics before the up- 
coming election on Tuesday, Nov. 6. 

Brown signs bill allowing all in-state 
students to serve on college boards and 
commissions 

On Aug. 27, Assemblymember Jose 
Medina (D-Riverside) announced that 
Gov. Jerry Brown had signed Medi- 
nas public education governance bill, 
AB1887, into law on Friday, Aug. 24. 
Under the new bill, all students eligible 
for in-state tuition are allowed to serve 
on college boards and committees re- 
gardless of age or citizenship status. 
Specifically, the law applies to undoc- 
umented students who are eligible for 
in-state tuition under California Edu- 
cation Code 68130. 

Associated Student, Inc. Presi- 
dent Noel Mora said it was a welcome 
change to allow more students to serve 
on their schools’ elected bodies as it 
can give a more complete picture of 
the students being represented and 
will give all manner of students access 
to representation and professional ex- 
perience by serving on the boards. 

“The student who was the voting 
student trustee last year was a DACA 
student, Jorge Reyes [Salinas],’ Mora 
said. “He would have been the last 
undocumented and DACA student to 
be able to serve on the CSU board of 
trustees as a student.” | 

Medina’ bill was signed into law 
during a period of time where the state 
legislature is trying to pass as many 
bills as possible before the legislature’s 
two-year session ends on Friday in 
preparation for the 2018 midterm 
elections. 

Top student loan official resigns 
over Trump administration undercut- 
ting the law 

Seth Frotman, the top national 


official charged with overseeing stu- 


_ dent loans throughout the country, 


resigned on Aug. 27 citing in his resig- 
nation letter the federal government's 
undercutting enforcement of law. 

Frotman served as the Consumer 
Financial Protection Bureau's student 
loan ombudsman since 2016 and 
oversaw lawsuits against for-profit col- 
leges and an ongoing lawsuit against 
student loan lender Navient. That law- 
suit has been slow moving as the De- 
partment of Education, under Trump 
appointee Betsy Devos, has refused to 
assist the bureau's lawsuit. 

Frotman’s resignation letter leaves 
uncertainty on whether the the Trump 
administration will protect students 
from predatory lenders and schools. 

Seattle-based judge blocks on- 
line distribution of 3D printed gun 
blueprints 

On Aug. 27, US. District Judge 
Robert Lasnik extended a temporary 
restraining order against an agree- 
ment between the Trump administra- 
tion and Austin, Texas-based Defense 
Distributed. The agreement would 
have allowed Defense Distributed to 
distribute plans online for 3D print- 
ed firearms that would be effectively 
untraceable and are illegal to possess 
under U.S. law. 

Lasnik sided with a group led by 
the state of Washington that includes 
California, 18 other states and Wash- 
ington, D.C., in extending the restrain- 
ing order until the end of the case. 

The case comes as the U.S. has been 
experiencing a string of mass shoot- 
ings in schools and public venues with 
the latest happening the day before 
the ruling at an esports tournament in 
Jacksonville, Florida. 

Sacramento State Chief of Police 
Mark Iwasa said that while Sac State 
Police had not been following the ex- 
act case, the 3D printed guns would be 
banned from campus as any other gun

would be. This is due to a bill, SB707, 
that Governor Brown signed in 2015 
banning the possession of firearms on 
all California school campuses even 
if the carrier had a concealed carry 
permit. 

“Were not really concerned on 
how that gun is manufactured,’ Iwasa 
said. “Just whether it exists and is on 
campus.” 

Iwasa said that the campus was 
addressing security concerns from 
advancement in technologies and was 
in the process of finalizing a policy to 
regulate drones in order to prevent the 
delivery of dangerous payloads and 
prevent the spying-on of students. 

Election Reminder

In Sacramento County, ballots will 
begin to be mailed out to voters start- 
ing Monday, Oct. 8, and can be cast via 
mail or at the Voter Registration and 
Elections Office on Oct. 8. Completed 
ballots can also be left at ballot drop 
boxes throughout Sacramento County 
starting on Tuesday, Oct. 9. Lastly at 
ballots can be cast at vote centers, with 
some opening Saturday, Oct. 27, and 
more opening Friday, Nov. 2. These 
options will be available until 8:00

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Price of daily parking pass increases for fall 


Both daily and 2-hour passes increased in price by $1 starting this semester

After nine years of consistent rates, 
Sacramento State's daily parking per- 
mits have increased in price for the fall 
semester. 

Two: hour parking. passes were 
raised from $3 to $4, while all-day 
passes raised from $6 to $7. 

“UTAPS does not receive state 
funding and is funded only by permit 
revenue, said senior director of Uni- 
versity Transportation, Parking and 
Support Services (UTAPS) Tony Lucas. 
“Because students have the option to 
purchase a semester parking permit at 
the same rate, the option to raise only 
the daily rate was thought to have less 
of an impact on students.” 

Per referendum 2008/2009, UTAPS 
is able to raise parking permit prices by 
two percent each year, but chose to not 
raise student parking permit rates for 
the 2019 academic year. 

The last time daily parking permit 
prices were raised was in 2009, Lucas 
said. Every type of permit, with the ex- 
ception of faculty and staff, was raised 
for the same reason. 

The funds generated from parking 
permits are used to build, maintain and 
operate all parking facilities found on 
the Sac State campus. Parking Struc- 
ture V, one of UTAPS'’s most recently 
completed projects, added over 1,750 
parking spaces for students. 

“The Ramona overflow lot was cre- 
ated to offset the loss of approximately 
1,200 spaces during the construction of 
Science II, the American River Court- 
yards and Parking Structure V and is 
no longer required? Lucas said. “With 
the completion of Parking Structure 
V, Sacramento State parking assets are 
now restored.” 

PSV offers 393 new student resi- 
dential spaces, 681 spaces for student

In addition to PSV, UTAPS is also 
continuing to work alongside Sac State 
mechanical engineering students in 
order to create a parking counter for 
Parking Lots 9 and 10. : 

“The project is still in implementa- 
tion phase with software installation by 
IRT,” Lucas said. - 

Daily parking permits can be pur- 
chased at vending machines across 
Sac State campus. Weekly and semes- 
ter permits are also available through 
Napa Hall.

The team lost Big Sky Most 
Valuable Player, setter Kennedy 
Kurtz to graduation and has re- 
placed her with freshman Ashtin 
Olin who has 250 assists through 
the first seven games. 

“Tt’s hard to come in and set 
your first collegiate matches but 
she did a really good job,” said 
senior outside hitter Mikaela 
Nocetti. 

Nocetti led the team in kills 
last season and is currently lead- 
ing the team again this season. 
She has recorded at least 10 kills 
in five of the teams seven games. 

The team also returned Sarah 
Davis who is second on the team 
in kills. In the second game of the 
season, Davis had 14 kills and 20 
digs against California State Uni- 
versity, Northridge.

“We have a lot to learn from 
playing in these matches,” Brown 
said after the teams third game. 
“We played a tough team, Ari- 
zona, and we can definitely learn 
from that experience and figure 
out how to play a tough team with 
a fast offense which will be helpful 
for conference this year.” 

The Hornets started the sea- 
son (1-3) before winning two of 
three games in the Denver Classic 
on Friday and Saturday.

Sacramento State head coach 
Michael Linenberger under- 
stands fully well his men’s soccer 
team is not the oldest or the most 
experienced, but that does not 
concern him heading into the 
2018 season. ' 

Linenberger says that because 
he has several. new players, he 
knows this year’s team compared 
to last year’s is a total different 
game on the pitch, literally and 
figuratively. 

“It’s about not goofing off, 
practicing with a focus, and go- 
ing to class off the field with a 
focus,” said Lindenberger. “This 
is a very talented group of guys 
and you just have to mold them 
into understanding that there are 
no easy shortcuts to success at the 
Division one soccer level.”

Gas vehicles are so 2002. 

It’s tame for Sacramento State 
to accommodate for my fellow 
Hornet electric car drivers, and 
time for moref my fellow Hor- 
nets to go electric. 

As technology grows and the 
years go by, electric vehicles are 
becoming a more realistic option 
for a buyer. I should know. I have 
an electric car. 

After years of constant car 
trouble and slowly watching my 
bank account drop closer to zero 
after each trip to the gas station 
with my 2000 Dodge Stratus, it 
was time for a change. 

That’s when I first laid eyes on 
my 2012 Nissan Leaf. It was love 
at first sight. 

From not having to get my 
smog checked, having access 
to the carpool lane no matter 
what time it is and only spending 
roughly $15 a month more on my 
electric bill than spending rough- 
ly $40 a month on gas. 

With gas prices constantly 
raising, it becomes more of a fi- 
nancial burden each month to 


maintain a gas vehicle. 

When I first bought my Leaf 
in 2016, I was still at community 
college grinding my way through 
17 and 18 unit semesters at Fol- 
som Lake College and American 
River College as I slowly pre- 
pared for my stinger to be raised. 

At ARC, with a purchase of 
a daily or semester parking pass, 
electric vehicles can be charged 
with no additional charge at their 
parking structure. 

The no additional charge my 
Leaf at ARC became such a 
huge asset in terms in saving on 
my electric bill and getting the 
most dope parking spot on the 
first floor of the ARC parking 
structure. 

So, when I finally came to 
Sac State, my expectations were 
incredibly high for the school’s 
accommodations for electric ve- 
hicles. I was sadly disappointed. 

There’s no secret that the 
$174 for the semester pass is a 
lot for a student to handle. But 
the additional cost to pay for an 
electric car parking spot can add 
up for the student.
